satisfactory in those provinces. 

The proposition looks different from the western 
stand-point. Here distances are vast, and efficient 
railway service at competitive rates is a matter of 
life and death to business. 

The west has had experience of railway mono- 
and wants no more of it The operating 
economies which might be made by destroying 
competition and giving such service as an auto- 
cratic management might choose, do not in these 
circumstances take rank as the first consideration. 

Western Canada was ruled for twenty years, in 
transportation matters, on the principle that the 
railways were more important than the country. 
At the end of the period neither the railway com- 
pany nor the country was prosperous 

If history to repeat, that will be because 
monopoly is thrust upon the west against its will.

Hope is dawning for the western farmer, strug- 
gling with his mountain of debt, heaped to three- 
fold height by the dishorest dollar of today 

Two Saturdays agd in this column I tried to de- 
pict the conflict which is raging in Canada between 
the financier owing debts in New York and the 
farmer with wheat to sell abroad. The one 
fighting to keep the Canadian dollar as high as 
possible in value, so that he may not have to give 
many more Canadian dollars when he pays his 
debts to New York; the other is helplessly hoping 
that the Canadian dollar will depreciate in value 
to something near to its old value, so that he can 
get more Canadian dollars when he changes Buro- 
pean wheat payments into domestic currency
